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In  Defense  of  Criticism  . . . 

Dear  Editor, 

In  defense  of  Jon  Beck  Shank’s  apt  criticism  of  “ I Like 
It  Here”:  Jon  Shank  is  BYU’s  first  and  only  critic. 

By  definition,  the  title  of  critic  implies  that  the  person  on  whom 
the  title  is  bestowed  should  judge  by  a definite  standard  or  criterion. 
By  tradition  a critic  of  artistic  productions  judges  according  to  his 
own  opinions.  Hence,  a person  who,  in  the  name  of  criticism,  does 
nothing  but  rhapsodically  praise  his  subject  (whatever  be  his  mo- 
tives) is  not  a critic.  This  latter  type  of  provincial  journalism  must 
be  called  by  another  name.  Few  authors  or  directors  ever  achieve 
a perfection  in  their  work  that  defies  criticism,  and  these  few  are 
geniuses.  If  a play  of  one  of  these  geniuses  were  produced  by 
another,  and  an  absolutely  flawless  production  should  result,  this 
would  truly  be  a phenomenon,  for  even  the  greatest  mind  is  capable 
of  error.  I sincerely  doubt  that  any  such  production  could  occur 
in  any  college,  especially  when  the  play  itself  flopped  on  Broadway. 

The  mere  fact  that  there  are  critics,  in  cosmopolitan  areas, 
would  indicate  that  the  public  feels  a need  for  them.  Not  trusting  to 
their  own  Judgment,  they  open  their  papers  to  the  drama  section 
to  see  what  the  critics  say.  Perhaps  they  will  read  several  different 
critics  to  obtain  a composite  opinion.  It  they  have  seen  the  play  in 
question,  having  formed  an  opinion  of  their  own,  they  seek  to  have 
it  authenticated  by  the  opinion  of  an  authority.  It  they  have  not, 
perhaps  they  seek  an  evaluation  in  order  to  know  if  it  is  worth  at- 
tending. This  then  is  a major  function  of  a critic:  to  be  an  inter- 
mediary between  the  performers  and  the  public.  The  critic  has 
another  important  function,  however.  It  is  to  him  that  the  play- 
wrights, the  directors,  the  stage  and  costume  designers,  the  com- 
posers, conductors  Ofid  performers  look  for  acceptance,  whether 
they  do  so  happily  or  not,  for  it  is  the  critic— the  former  of  public 
opln^n— who  can  make  or  break  them. 

pities  do  not  just  happen  onto  their  jobs.  They  are  chosen  ac- 
cording to  their  qualifications,  experience,  and  background  by  their 
editors  and  publishers,  and  more  indirectly  by  their  readers.  They 
are  hired  because  their  opinions  are  well  founded,  and  because  they 
are  not  afraid  to  speak  them  out.  The  Universe  in  I choosing  Mr. 
Shank  to  serve  as  guest  critic  did  so  on  the  same  basis;  and  its 
readers,  were  they  to  understand  just  what  a critic  is  and  does, 
and  if  they  knew  sufficient  of  Mr.  Shank’s  background  to  realize 
that  he  is  an  authority,  should  have  accepted  his  criticism,  but  as 
a criticism.  By  this  I don’t  mean  to  imply  that  they  should  have 
agreed  with  him,  but  they  should  have  accepted  his  column  as  the 
words  of  a man  well  in  a position  to  speak  and  to  act  in  the  above 
defined  status  of  critic. 

I am  sure  Mr.  Shank  would  welcome  any  logical  retort,  for  if 
a critic  does  nothing  more  than  incite  realistic,  objective,  construc- 
tive though  he  has  served  a fine  purpose,  but  Mr.  Stratford  in  his 
childish  postscript  shows  only  a complete  lack  of  comprehension  in 
the  matter.

If  com- 
petition increases  in  severity,  the  bitterness  and  rivalry  to  result, 
will  cause  the  ultimate  banning  of  this  fine  event. 

A commendable  songfest  spirit  was  shown  by  those  groups 
who,  knowing  they  had  little  chance  of  winning  honors,  spent  their 
hours  of  rehearsal  and  work,  just  the  same  as  some  who  felt  sure 
to  win.  It  is  from  those  groups  that  the  incentive  and  motivation 
for  continuance  of^  the  songfest  in  a spirit  of  friendly  competition 
will  be  gained. 

While  on  the  subject  of  competition,  the  editors  fefel  it  necessary 
to  clear  the  UNIVERSE  from  any  connection,  implied  or  imagined, 
with  the  “Y  News”  which  appeared  on  campus  last  week,  support- 
ing Mr.  Jack  Roberts  as  a studentbody  candidate. 

We  question  the  ethics  of  the  candidate  in  “lifting”  (literally) 
news  items  from  the  pages  of  the  UNIVERSE,  using  the  student- 
body  paper’s  former  title,  serving  up  two  pages  of  left-over  “Shop- 
pers’ Index,”  and  selling  an  ad  under  dubious  pretenses,  to  finance 
the  project.  ’Nuff  Said?

All-Out  Drive 

United  Nations  forces  in  Korea 
now  face  an  all-out  drive  by  the 
Communists  to  force  them  from 
Korea.  The  size  of  the  (Chinese 
forces,  estimated  by  some  at  near 
700,000  indicate  their  willingness 
to  risk  a major  portion  of  well- 
trained  men  in  those  efforts. 

The  U.  S.  Elghtth  Army,  main 
body  of  U.  N.  strength  in  Korea, 
retreated  as  planned  during  the 
latest  red  offensive.  Approximate- 
ly 45,000  Communist  casualties 
wer'e  inflicted  by  U.  N.  forces. 
This  represents  a tremendous  loss 
to  the  300,000  man  Chinese  fight- 
ing force  involved  in  the  present 
push. 

Red  Reinforcements 

Red  reinforcements  are  ex- 
pected on  the  scene  during  the 
week  of  May  1,  but  U.  N.  com- 
manders are  confident  of  ability 
to  stem  the  attack  by  necessary 
strategic  retreats.  However,  Ko- 
rea is  a very  small  nation,  and 
unless  the  anticipated  retreats  are 
accompanied  by  U.  N.  victories, 
our  forces  may  soon  have  their 
backs  to  the  sea. 

The  seriousness  of  the  situation 
was  accented  by  Warren  R.  Aus- 
tin, who  last  week  requested- 
more  troops  for  Korea.  Ambas- 
sador Austin  warned  that  the 
United  States  is  not  powerful 
enough  to  provide  security  for  the 
entire  world.  This  reflects  the  at- 
titude previously  expressed  • by 
Pentagon  officials. 

Far  East  File 

The  problem  of  civilian  over 
military  is  once  again  coming  to 
light.  In  the  approaching  ap- 
pearance of  the  Joint  Chiefs-of- 
staff  and  MacArthur  before  con- 
gressional armed  service  com- 
mittees, certain  documents  of  mil- 
itary. nature  will  be  needed.  The 
JCS,  ever  jealous  in  enforcing  se- 
curity, display  mistrust  of  the 
committees  involved.  They  have 
advised  President  Truman  against 
turning  the  complete  Far  East 
file  over  to  the  committees. 

Pres.  Truman  insists  that  the 
complete  file  be  made  available. 
White  House  aides  contend  that 
the  record  would  disclose  a shock- 
ing defeat  in  Korea.  They  say 
that  the  communists  already  have 
intelligence  of  our  military  op- 
erations, but  that  the  American 
public  does  not. 

It  appears  the  ,administratlon 
has  decided  to  make  confidants 
of  the  American  peoplej

Paul  Jones  and  Karl  Tucker 
were  the  heavy  Y stickers  in  this 
contest,  each  authoring  a pair  of 
hits.

Bob  Richards 
Soars  14-10 
At  Invitational 

Despite'  a vicious  wind  and 
overcast  skies  those  who  attended 
the  BYU  Invitational  last  Satur- 
day afternoon  were  treated  to  a 
great  pole  vaulting  exhibition  as 
Bob  Richards  topped  the  bar  at 
14  feet  10  inches  for  the  greatest 
leap  ever  seen  in  Utah. 

The  vault  topped  the  meet  rec- 
ord of  14  feet  1/3  in.  set  way  back 
in  1936.  The  Reverend  tried  four 
times  at  the  15  foot  mark  but 
barely  missed. 

Another  meet  record  was  estab- 
lisshed  when  Dr.  Steve  Seymour 
hurled  the  javelin  232  feet.  His 
heave  topped  the  old  record  by 
five  feet  and  also  topped  the  best 
throw  that  Ralph  Roylance  could 
muster,  by  five  feet. 

Roylance,  former  Utah  State 
star,  provided  special  interest  in 
this  event  but  had  to  retire  after 
a few  throws  because  of  a tight- 
ening arm.  He  wafted  the  wand 
227  feet. 

Another  outstanding  perform- 
ance was  turned  in  by  Mai  Whit- 
field who  ran  the  quarter  and  the 
half  mile.  Spotting  Lee  Nichols 
25  yards,  the  great  runner,  re- 
cently returned  from  several  mis- 
sions ' over  Korea,  edged  the  Y 
sprinter  by  a step.
